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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-28, drawn to device for supporting vessels, classified in class 623, 
subclass 1.1. 

II. Claim 29, drawn to method of preparing a stent, classified in class 264, subclass 
229. 

III. Claims 30-33, drawn to method of operating/preparing stent, classified in class 
623, subclass 903. 

IV. Claims 34-41, drawn to a drug delivery expandable stent and method of delivery, 
classified in class 623, subclass 1.42. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product made can be produced using various other manufacturing techniques such as extrusion 
or rolling from a flat sheet and is not limited to the process of making as claimed. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
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product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be used for 
delivering any intravascular stent and is not particular to the product as claimed. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not useable together because Invention I is a device for supporting vessels while 
Invention IV is a device and method for delivering a medicament to a target site. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and process of using the product. 
The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. Since the product is 
not allowable, restriction is proper between said method of making and method of using. The 
product claim will be examined along with the elected invention (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

Inventions II and IV are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed might be manufactured using techniques (i.e. extrusion or rolling) other than 
forming a generally spiral shaped element such as specified by Invention II. 

Inventions III and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product

as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process of use disclosed in Invention III cannot be practiced 
with the product of Invention IV. Process of using in Invention II fails to provide information 
concerning the delivery of a medicament to a target site. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: If election is made upon either Invention I or Invention IV, please further 
elect one of the following device embodiments, A, B, C, D. 

Species A: Figs. 1-8 

Species B: Fig. 9 

Species C: Fig. 10 

Species D: Fig. 1 1 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, none of the claims are generic.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

A telephone call was made to Ernest F. Chapman on January 21, 2003 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
